In my previous article I inadvertent- 


ly omitted some prominent names which 
I now desire to recall. 


Dr. Elisha Cooper was a promsnent 


figure in the profession in early days.

Dr. AV. Stanbery, brother of Hon. Jas. 
R. Stanbery, came to our city to prac- 
tice some time after graduating. 
He 
had-his office with Dr." Edward

bery. The doctor sent him one day down 
to Mary AnYi Furnace to see a patient 
suffering from a severe attack ot pneu- 
monia. He told him to.be sure and bleed 
him. 
The young doctor started on his 
mission, and being somewhat 
absent- 
minded, he 
kept 
saying- to 
himself, 
"blofd, blood." in order not to forget 
his instructions. 
The family was horri- 


fied when he made his appearance, us- 
ing such language, that they ran from 
the house in mortal terror. He did not 
k.eed his patient, as lie found tllat he 
had forgotten his lancet. Dr. Stanbery 
declared that it wjs just a dodge, as 
he did not haVe nerve enough to bleed 
a man. 
Drs. Tuller and Blair were prominent 
practitioners in tho«e days. 
Dr. Kitz- 
miller enjoyed a large German practice. 
I recall a little incident which ocrmred 
when 1 was quite a kid. I happened to 
be in the doctor's office one day when 
an old farmer cam- in to have a tooth 
extracted. As it w,is a back tooth and 
hard to pull, he ask»d me if I would as- 
sist him and hold the man's head.

consented, not without some misgivings.

tively unknown — the doctors did all the 
teeth extracting-. 
The man wished 
to 
know what he charged for extracting 
teeth. The doctor examinee! the tooth 
and found that it -fould be difficult to 
extract, as it was imhedded in the gurn 
as solid as a rock. He informed tne 
man that the usual charge was 25 cents 
hut if he did not hurt him he would 
not charge him anything, the 
doctor 
thinking he was perfectly safe in mak- 
ing that statement. The doctor made 
three attempts before he extracted the 
tooth, feeling that he almost killed he 
fellow, as he had to almost fracture 
his -jaw in order to extract the tooth. 
Much to th& doctor's surprise, the man 
jumped up, cracked his heels together 
and exclaimed, "Doc, It didn't hurt a 
bit!" 


Dr. Roe related a case occuring in his 
practice which I will relate. 
He was 
sent for on one occasion to attend & 
man in the country who had received 
a severe injury to his leg. it 
having 
been caught in a threshing machine and 
was terribly cruslied. 
On examination 
it was found that in order to save the 
man's life amputation would be neces- 
sary. The news was carried to him bv 
his wife and he said. "Whatever the 
doctors decide upon I will submit to." 
They at once proceeded 
to operate. 
when suddenly the man raised up on 
the table, and raising- his right hand. 
the doctors paused, supposing he had 
some important communication to de- 
liver, fearing he would not survive the 
operation. He exclaimed. "Gentlemen, I 
wish it to be distinctly understood that 
if I die in this operation. I die a Dern- . 
oerat." The operation proved -success- 1 
ful. and he lived 40 ylears to vote the ' 
ticket. 


I remember a little incident which oc- 
curred in my early pi-actice. 
My pre- 
ceptor. Dr. Hamill. sent me to "see a 
patient wo w*s suffering from- a severe 
attack of pneumonia. 
He told me not 
to fail to bleed him. T had been taught 
not to bleed in these cases. The pen- 
dulum had swung in the opposite direc- 
tion. in my rending at the time, 
as 
bleeding w.i.« a little out of date. I saw 
the patient. Tt was a tv-pic.il case of 
pneumonia. 
I did not Meed him, hut 


wrapped his chest in a mustard poult- 
ice.gave him arterial sedatives nnd Da- 
vis' powders to quiet him. I called in 
the morning and found him sleeping as 
sweet Iv as a child. I did not see Dr. 
H. until late the next day. He asked 
me how I got alone and "how much 
Mood I had taken from him." He was 
comnletelv dumbfounded when I 
es- 


clajrned. "Not a dror-." He saw the pa- 
tient with me soon after, and was so 
pleased with my treatment 
tha< 
he 
•hre-w aside his 1>jir-«-t r«nd never used 
it ajrain during his life.

FAVOR LABOR LAWS. 


Contract Does Not Always 'Protect 


the Worker, Say Economists. 


At a joint session of the American 


Economic association and the Ameri- 
can Association For Labor Legislation 
held recently at Madison, \Vis.,'the 
president of the latter organization. Dr. 
Richard T. Ely of the University of 
Wisconsin, spoke on "Economic The- 
ory and Labor Legislation," saying in 
part: 


"An examination of modern theories 


of population and xwages reveals the 
existence of no doctrine which in itself 
is antagonistic to labor legislation in 
itself, and as a matter of fact it would 
be difficult to find such antagonism 
among the leading economis'ts of the 
world today. 


"The economic grounds for labor leg- 


islation are revealed best when the sub- 
ject is approached from the viewpoint 
of contract or the ^economic bargain 
consideration, particularly in its legal 
aspect with respect to underlying eco- 
nomic causes. 


"Contracts, are, .static, not dynamic. 


Through contract the actually existing 
economic forces martifest themselves 
-with all their inequalities and injus- 
tices. 
' J 


"Until recently economists were In- 


clined 4o limit regulation of labor con- 
ditions and especially hours of toil to 
children, young persons and women, 
leaving adult men 'free' to make their 
own contracts, but " experience 
has 


shown that, while the adult males as a 
rule are in a far better, position in the 
labor contract than -the other classes 
mentioned, unregulated contract does 
not always conduce to freedom and 
fair opportunity, but frequently means 
bondage and degradation. We must 
not take the view of the state as exter- 
nal stepping in and Interfering with 
the liberty. Its action is rather the re- 
sult of the co-operative efforts of men 
to determine the conditions of toil and 
enlarge the sphere of economic action. 


"Science can draw no arbitrary line 


between labor legislation for adults and 
labor legislation for vromen and chil- 
dren. Cases must lie judged as they 
arise on their merits. Efficiency must 
be an ever present test."

A STRIKE TWICE 


Notes From the Diary of a Labor 


Agitator. 


FIGHT ON GREAT NORTHERN 


How the Union's Representative 
Set 


the 
Wheels of Industry 
Turning 


General Manager For a Night—Jim 
Hill and American Railway Union. 


For just one night I was general 


manager of n great railroad, though I 
never received any salary for the serv- 
ice I rendered in that capacity, writes 
Eugene V. Debs in the Saturday Spec 
tator. 


The strike on the Great Northern, 


extending from St. Paul to the coast, 
was settled on the evening of May 1. 
1894. 
It was a complete victory for 


the A. R. U. 


President James J. Hill and I had 


shaken hands and declared the hatchet 
buried. He said he was glad it was 
over and assured me that he had no 
feeling of resentment. As we stood 
chatting iu his office he said: 


"By the way, Debs, you'll have to be 


my general manager tonight, for the 
men won't go to work except upon 
your orders." 


I said,' "All right, sir; I'll guarantee 


that by morning the trains will all be 
running on schedule time." 


He seemed to be nettle's, and I did 


not blame Mm when he said: 


"How about my wages? I, too, am 


an employee of the Great Northern 
railway. And since everybody gets a 
raise, where do I come in?" 


He laughed heartily when I answer- 


ed, "Join the American Railway union 
and we'll see that you get a square 
deal." 


And then I assumed the duties of 


general manager. 
The men all along 


the line were extremely suspicious. 
They had been betrayed before and 
were taking no chances. The chief op- 
erator sat at the keys while I dictated 
the orders. The messages were soon 
speeding over the wires. 
At some 


places there was no trouble. At^t 
ers it was not easy to convince the 
men that there was no trickery about 
it and that the- orders bearing my sig- 
nature were genuine. 


When I left the Great Northern" head- 


quarters all the trains were moving, 
the shops, yards and offices were throb- 
bing with activity and everybody was 
happy. 


It was not long after this before 


President Hill and some of our mem- 
bers -wired me as to my interpretation 
of eertain clauses of the agreement It 
was evident that trouble -was brewing 
again. I went to St. Paul on the first 
train. 
Our committee was promptly 


convened, bnt Mr. Hill could not be 
found. No ..one knew where^he ,w.as. 
It struck "me that delay1 was dangerous 
and that prompt action was necessary. 
We at once summoned Charles A. Pills- 
jnry, the millionaire miller, since de- 
ceased, and a personal friend of .Mr. 
Hill, who had taken an active interest 
.n the previous strike and settlement. 
Mr. Pillsbury and some of his asso- 
ciates came to the hall. 


Pillsbury said if the agreement had 


been violated he did not know it 
He 


did not know where Mr. Hill was and 
suggested that we wait patiently until 
he returned. He hoped we would not 
be rash'and that there would be no 
trouble. When he took his seat I got 
up. "Mr. Pillsbury," said I. "if Mr. 
Hill is not here or if there is not some 
one here to act for him within thirty 
minutes we will tie up the Great 
Northern from erfd to end." The hall 
rang with applause. 
Within fifteen 


minutes President Hill was in the ball. 
We went into a back room, and- in 
about thirty minutes more everything 
was adjusted and for the second time 
;he victory of the A. R. U. was com- 
plete. 


In the fall of 18961 addressed a great 


political gathering at Duluth. Minn. 
The trades union banners were for the 
first time in a political procession. 
It 


was a red letter day. The crowd was 
mmense. No hall was large enough, 
and it was too chilly for outdoors. Ar- 
rangements were made to hold the 
meeting in the old street car stables. 
The roof was low and there was ample 
room, and this was what we needed. 
Tust after I got started some man in- 
errupted. Not understanding what he 
^aid. I paused and asked him to repeat 
his remark. "I said you're all right!" 
he exclaimed. Within a few feet of 
him towered a fellow who seemed sev- 
en feet tail. His eyes blazed daggers 
at the first party as he growled. "By 
heavens, you'd better!'' The- crowd 
cheered, and there was no further in- 
terruption that night 


An introduction I once received is 


good for a hearty laugh every time I 
rernll the incident There was intense 
prejudice against me. and the young 
man who had been selected to intro- 
duce nae to the audience concluded lie 
wo^iid try to disarm It The house was 
jammed. This was his first e-sr-eriencc- i 
He g">t along quite well till he foncot i 
bis lines. And then he closed some- j 
what nliniplly after this fashion": \

Fredericksburg and 
Chaneellorsville. he said, "Xo general 
ever commanded such troops as tliose 
under me." But his mind was too 
mathematical in its workings, and all 
its calculations were too habitually 
based upon what could be done with 
a given "number of men and a certain 
amount of material to make him forget 
the vast disparity between the contest- 
ants or hope for ultimate triumph-- 
John S. Wise in Circle Magazine. 


A WITTY JUDGE. 


His Conclusions on the Evidence of 


Ditto and True. 
, 


The late Hon. Xoah Davis, well j 


known throughout the country as the 
judge who tried and sentenced Boss 
Tweed, was justly celebrated in many 
ways. He was of that type of jurist 
for" 
which western New York was 


famed during the half century follow- 
ing 1S50. Orleans county is proud of 
him as one of her noblest and most dis- 
tinguished sons. 
He was slightly 


above medium height* full habited, 
large head, fine, clean cut face—indeed, 
a striking figure in any community. He 
was a well read lawyer, an honest, 
fair minded judge, with a keen sense 
of humor and withal something of a 
writer and poet The following lines 
from his pen, written on the spur of 
the moment and in the midst of a. trial, 
illustrate the alertness and quality of 
his mind. ,They are perhaps the best 
play upon words of -which we have any 
record in the English language. 


It was at the Niagara circuit in the 


early seventies. Judge Davis presided. 
An action in ejectment was called. 
The dispute was over a party wall or 
a division line. It was purely a ques- 
tion for the civil engineer. The divi- 
sion line established and the case was 
won. 
The defendant's attorney, realiz- 


ing this, called as expert witnesses the 
Hon. John A. Ditto, city engineer of 
Buffalo, and the Hon. A. R. True, the 
engineer who constructed the capta- 
ever bridge over Niagara river at the 
falls. They were two of the most emi- 
nent civil engineers in the state. They 
made a survey of the premises and es- 
tablished the division iiue as contended 
for by the defendant and when called 
to the witness stand PO testified-, giving 
monuments, courses end distances with 
sncli minute exactness that they could 
not be successfully controverted. The 
moment True, who followed Ditto as a 
witness, left the stand. Judge Davis 
wrote these lines and passed them to 
the cierk to hand to plaintiffs counsel: 


Since True s~ears ditto to Ditto,

If Tr-e be true end DiU« be ditto.
